M:gnificence 
treated by his Unk'e the Duke of Orleans, who 
inthe worlt of his cimes had manifeſted abun- 
danee of Reſpect an.| Aﬀection, both to his Per- 
ſon and Service, He was viſited alio and comple- 
mentedon the hopes of his Atfairs in England, 
by many of the Peers of Frexce, the Dukes of 
Lorraiz and Gwiſe, and other Grandees 
His rce-aflumpcion to his Kingdoms growing 
every day more viſible, as appeared by the ſud- 
den Obſervance and Reverence of his perſon by 
all ſorrs of people , choagh ic grew all his good 
Subje&s (and ſome Indifferencs 190, as well as 
Forreigners eyes upon him)7etit no way awaken- 
ed his divided and quatrelling Rebels out of 
that (tupidity into which the Mzgical Cnarms of 
Soveraignty had caft them, ſv thar great and in- 
ſenſible progreſs was made in his Majellies re- 
rurn, every remove of his Court ( for it was now 
grown tothatrepue) asit Was nearer England, 
Was ſo nuch nearer his Throne.

Nexr, if we conſier the peculiar and ſingular Ho- 
nour of his Undertaking and Triumph, not a 
drop of Bloud ſpilt in the whole: manage of it, 
when the deſperate guilt of his Majefties enemies 


threarned a m 100Þ & bloudy period, than 
was its miſerable continuance. So much are the 
Tropmgs of a Loyal Su"miſſhon to be preferred to

From thar rime forward, there pafſed nota 
day almoſt, chat the King received not ſame re- 
markable News, upon which he might ground 
infallible hopes of his Reſtauration.On the 1 5th, 
of che ſame Moneth, Sr. Jahn Greenvile, fince 
Earl of Bath, and Sr. Fob» Boys brought him In» 
telligence of the deteart of Gen. Lambert 5 he 
had been Priſaner ih the Tower of London, by 
vertue of an Ordinance of the Council of Ste, 
and had made an eſcape thence, with dehien to 
put hjmſelf in the head of thoſe who were (irug- 
ling tq continue the Aparchy, and our Ruine ; 
bt þe was ſuddenly ſuppreſt, and taken by Col. 
Ingoldsby, at Edge-hill, where.tothe greater Ho- 
rour and content of the King, and his Felicity, 
the laſt dying effort of the Rebellion Was qell'd 
,, | W 
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where its firſt potent Arms oppoled ic ſelf againſt 
his Royal Father. Remarkable aiſo was the man- 
ner of the ciſlipation of thoſe Rebels z for 
never did Lembert betray ſuch meanneſs and ab- 
jection of Fpurit as in that rendiuon of himſelf 
co his formerly tellow-Colonel; a moft evidenr 
f:gn that Ged had conſternated and utterly con- 
founded chem, not ovly one among and againſt 
another, bur even in themſelves, perplexing and 
diftraQting t heir thoughts, and daſhing and turn= 
ing their greateſt Relolutions, He was brought 
back to his former Priſon, the Tower, and there 
berrer ſecured, and fince removed to he Ifle of 
Jerſey.

which he did with ſuch a ſudden Brightneſs, that 
Aruck Joy and Cheatfulneſs into the Eyes and 
Faces of all his Subjefts, For preſently he ſent 
away the Lord Viſcount Mordant, and Sr. Fobs 
Greenvile to London, with his Declaration and 
Lerters, dated from this place to che 3 Houſes , 
and the Lord Mayor and Common-Council of 
the ſaid Ciry, and the General and Officers - 
- the 
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the Army , who arrived ſoon after the fitring 
down of the Parliament, and on the 2 of May, 
delivered them to the Speakers. That Sacred 
Name of the King, which nor long rime was the 
averſion and abhorrence of baſe mechanick fel- 
lows, and Phanaticks, was heard with venerati- 
on, and inſpired into that Iiluſtrious Aſſembly, 
ſuch extraordinary and advantageous motions for 
the King, that it is impoſſible to expreſs them, 
Iewill be enough for the honour thereof to (ay, 
that whereas not above 3 or 4 moneths before, ic 
had been a Crime of High Treaſon roſpeak in 
Parliament in behalf of the King,no ſooner now 
1s that great name pronounced, thar a general 
Joy appeared in the countenances of all the Com- 
mons, and moſi high and dutiful Reſpects for 
that Divine Charafter. By Voteof the Houſes 
therefore Sr. John ts deſired roenter ; the Speak- 
ers receive the Kings Lecters from bis hand, the 
Clerk read them, every one in the mean time 
with the greatelt expreſſive ſubmiſſion in the 
world, ſtanding dare-beedgd: 

His majeſty had thereunto, as before ſaid, ad- 
ded a moli excellent Declaration, for the ſafety 
and repoſe of thoſe who torrur'd in their rtigughcs 
for having partaken in the Rebellion, might fear 
the puniſhment of ir, and in that fear might op- 
pole che tranquility of the $-ate, and the calling 
in of their Lawful Prince. 

There never was ſeen a more perfe& Aſſem- 
bly of all che moſt excellent nivral Qualicies, 
and of all the vercues, as well Royal as Chriſtian, 


wherewith a great Prince may be endowed, than 
Was 
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was found in thoſe two wonderful ProduQtions » 
as was evident in their acceprance and entertain= 
ment. They were full of Piety and Zeal for the 
Glory of God , and for Religion, of renderneſs 
cowards the Aflictions of his People, Eſteem for 
che Parliament, Firmneſs for the Conſervation 
of his own Rights, an admirable Prudence for 
the regulating of Aﬀairs, and an inexemplar con- 
dud for che re-eſtabliſhing of the Government 
in its former ſtate, Love for the good, indulgence 
for the ſeduced, and a more than Chriſtian Cle- 
mency for Criminals, or rather for Crime it ſelf; 
for a Crime, I ſay, ſo black, and ſo abominable,, 
that as there was not an Example of itin Hiſtory, 
fince the Creation 'of the world , ſo his Majeſty 
hath nor alcogether been ſo wrought upon by his 
innate Goodneſs, as to let it paſs for an example 
unpuniſhed to Futire Ages, | 

Both theſe Papers wroughr the Effe@ which 
the King promiſed himſelffrom rhem,fince th 
abſolutely giined the hearts of the people, which 
the miſeries of the time paſt had already very 
much diſpoſed co the acknowledging their Prince: 
For they were no ſooner read, but the Parliament 
dechared, that the Tenders and Sentiments of 
the King, were Gracious, Good, and Generous, 
and Conformable to the Fundamental Lays of 
the Kingdom, the Government whereof ought 
to.confilt of King , Lords and Commons; and 
forthwith ordered ; that moſt humble Thanks 
ſhould be returned ro his Majeſty, for the Gra- 
cious Leiters and Declarations aforeſaid, and 
that for- a preſent ſupply of his Majeflies occaſi- 

Ons 
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ons, and inorder to ſpeed his Return, the ſum of 
fifry thouſand Pounds was appointed for a Pre- 
ſent, co which the Cicy of Londen added ten 
thouſand more. They likewiſe ordered, that Ge- 
neral Montague ſhould ſayl with his Fleet co at- 
rend the Kings Pleaſure on the Coaſts of Holland. 
Thar the Two Houſes and Ciry of Lexdon ſhould 
ſend Commulſioners reſpeively from chem , to 
beſeech him ro come and take poſſeſſion of his 
Kingdoms, which God, and his Right had given 
him ; and thar in the mean time, Sr. Fohn Green- 
vile hould be diſparched with che Parliaments 
Anſwer, and ſhquld carry to Breda the Keſolu- 
tions and Prayers of the Two Houſes, or rather 
che impatience, which the Nation had to ſee a- 
eaintheir Natural Soveraign, after a ſad abſence 
of many calamicous an41miſerable years.

in hi3 receptionghey reſolved of a courſe where- 
ty thac Province which was at the moſt coſt, 
mjght be taken notice of accordingly, T - E- 
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Rates of Hollord thetefore, who hid cauſed the 
King to be prayed in particular to honour their 
Province with his Preſcnce, would have himicd 
be received and ſaluted in their Name upon the 
Frontier, and would defriy rhe Charges on. his 
way,from the time heencredintorheir Province, 
and cilt the firſt day he ſhould arnve at the

{tares General, who repreſent nor indeed in ge. 
heral,Huc what everyProvince poſſeſſeth in parti- 
cular,left to the Province of Holland all the marks 
of Soveraignty , and conſented to this, thar their 
deputies afre; they had congratulated che King, 8& 
conduQed his Majelty to the entrance of Holland 
ſhould remain in the quality of private perſons , 
6n condition nocwithſtanding that the ties 
of Holland ſhould give the Honour of rhe Houſe, 
andgive then precedence in the places where 
they thould mezr cogether.

In this man- 
ner they came to Whitehal,wherte they proclaim- 
ed his Myeky a ſecond time, and then in like 
Order proceeded, Being come to Arundel Houſe, 
they made a ſtand, where Mr. Ryley, King ar 
Arms, taking one of the Heralds, and fix Trum- 
pers with him,a iv-.nced forward toward Temple- 
Bar,& perceiving at a diſtance the Gates open, he 
pauſed a while. Col. Alderman Bateman, and 
ſome other Gentlemen came to acquaint bn, 

that 
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that the Lord Miyor, Aldermen, Colonels, and 
other Officers of the Ciry, were there ready to. 
receive him. Whereup on che King at Arms has 
ving ſome Diſcourſe with the Colonel, the Co- 
lonel went back to Temple-Bar, and cauſed the 
Gares to be ſhur ; upon this, the King at Arms, 
with Trumpets before him, went to the Gate, 
knocked, and demanded Entrance, The Lord 
Mayor appointed ſomne to ask who it was that 
knocked; the King at Arms replied , that if 
they would open the Wicker,and defire the Lord 
Mayor to come to the Gate, he would deliver to 
him his Meſſage: The Lord Mayor came on 
Horſeback atrended with ſeveral Officers tothe 
Gate, and Col. Bateman told the Kirg of Arms, 
that he might now deliver his Meſlzge to the 
Lord Mayor, who was come to receiveit. The 
Trumpets immediatly ſounded , after which, $- 
lence being made, it was demanded of the King 
of Arms, Who he was, and what was bis Meſſage? 
ro which he anſwered on Horſeback with his Hat 
ON. We ave the Heralds at Arms appointed and com- 
manded by the Lords and Commons in Parliament 
Aſſembled, to demand Entraxce into the Famons 
Cuy of London, to Proclaim Charles the Second , 
K'rg of England, Scotland and Ireland, and we 
expect your ſpeedy Anſzer to this Demand. Tothis 
they returned, If it pleaſe you, Sir, to have « little 


| Patience, we ſhall fpeedily give you an Anſwer to 


your Meſſage, ſhutting the wicker again. Afrer 
ſome little conference berween the Lord Mayor; 
and Aldermen, the Colonel returned, and 6pen-

Horſeback. | 

Both fides of the Streets were guarded by the 
Militia Forces of Londen, from Temple-Bar to 
the Old Excharge,and itood all with their ſwords 
drayn ; as alſo the Officers, and ſeveral ſpetas 
tors in Windows, The City Horſe fell in nexc 
the Life-guard, then the Lord Mayor and Al- 
dermen, after whom the Heralds and the reſt, as 
formerly, When they came to (harcery Lane 
end, they preclaimed his M1jelty a chird time, 
where atthe Word CHARLES the Second inf 
the Proclamation, the King wr Arms lifring him- 
ſelf up with more than _ fy cherrfulneſs,and 
expreffing'it with a very audible voyce, the peopie 
preſently cook it, and on 4 ſudden carried it co' 
the Old Exchange, which was purſued with ſuch 
ſhonrs, that near a quarter of an hour was ſpent 
before (ilence covid be made to read the reſt of 
the Proclamation. Aﬀeer this they went to 
Cheapfide, whete his Majeſty was Proclaimed a 
fourth cime, where che (h9urs of the people were 
ſo great,thar though all che Bells in che Ciry rung; 
Bow Belscould norhe heard there. Thence to 
the Old Excharge , where his Majeſty was again 
Proclaited , and the Solemnity ended, The 
Shourg- and- Avclammations of the People mw 
gallant 


E3r) 
aſlant and well ordered Proceſfion, are not ea- 
lily co be expreſt. The numbecleſs number of 
Bonefires, che Ringing of Bels , and ſhooting 
off ce Guns, and the joyful Expreſſions of the 
People did declare them beyond the Art of any 
Pen. 

The infeaed Herd of the Vulgir did hereby 
purifie and cleanſe the Ayr of Londen, dilpelling 
thoſe dark Miſts of the Rebellion wich the thun- 
der of their Applauſes and rejoycing at this So- 
lemnity. Nor could a leſs Atonement acquic the 
frantick multi-ude from their mad Tumults, and 
their former Riot, at that very Croſs: $9 that the 
Kings felicity conſiſted not only in redeeming 
them from Slavery, bur reſtoring them to their 
ſenſes,& the happy uſe chereof, by the Magick of 
his exc.llent Name. Tne whole Solemnicy was 
concluded with Bonefires atevery door almolt,8 
congratulation of Friends and Acquiintance (in- 
ceal flrangers were ſuch then, ſogreat the free» 
neſs of mens minds} concerning this hippy and, 
long deired Revolution. The lie was afterwards 
done in the Country, in the ſeveral Cities and 
Burroughs, and with proportionable Triumphs 
and Gladneſs. Ar this time the martyred Kings 
Statue was re-eretted at Gmld-ball, and the 
Arms of the Commonwe lth every where puild + 
down and defaceJ, and his Majeſtiesſet in their 
place: ; as likewiſe reſtored totheir former Sta- 
tions in Churches and Courts of Judicature, w&Þ 
now acted in the Kings n1me,and cancelled that 
opprobrious ſtile of the Keepers of the Liberties of 
England, andall Perſons in Office or truſt in- 

powered 
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ered to continue and diſcharge the ſame in 
his Majeſties Name, and by his Authority. 

The King having accepted 
ERS, the Offer of the Deputies of 
Hollazd. Holland , and having exprelt 

himſelf, that he intended to 

come into Hellerd by water, the Eftites General 
underſtanding thereof, gave order that all the 
Pinnaces and other Barks capable to tranſport 
the King. the Princes, and Princeſs of that Royal 
Houſe, with all their Courr, Train and Baggage, 
ſhould immediatly repzir ro the higher Swalvew 
in Breber, to attend there the Orders which the 
Depuries of the States of Hellaxd ſhoald give to 
them for thar purpoſe ; they cauſed alſo ro be 
writren to all the Colonels, and other Superiour 
Officers, as well Horſe as Foor , who were quar- 
rered in the neighbourhood of chat Town, that 
rhey ſhould be the firſt day at the Hage, to ſerve 
the Stare there, and ro appear ſplendidly at the 
Ceremonies of Reception and Treatment which 
they reſolved ro make his Majeſty: As forthe 
Deputies of Hlland, they took the ſame , if nor 
more extraordinary care, as the Honour of the 
Buſineſs more nearly concerned them. For the 
betrer diſparch whereof, they now commicred 
the care of the whole buſineſs ro one Perſon,vie. 
Mr. Wimmernm , Prefident in their Colledge. 
The Depuries thereupon uncertook all the out- 
ward Appurten:nces to the Kings ſatisfoRion , 
writing preſently ro the Magiſtrate of rhe Town 
of Briel, to advertiſe him of the Reſolmion 
which the King had taken co paſs int9 Holland 1 
[0 
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to theend that if there ſhould arrive any Ex- 


preſſes or Polts from the Parliament. Commiſlt= 
oners,. Who were every day expected, he thould 
ſend chem to che Hagae, Whicher the King in» 
rended to arrive ina very ſhore time. 

On che 14th. of May, his Mijeſty reſolved to 
depart from Brede, and to embarque himſelf ar 
a place called Adordike, boping ro artive at the 
Hague the next day by water abour four of the 
Clockin the Evening, Accordingly on the 11th, 
Preparations were made, and Commiſſhoners 
named, of che Nobility and prime Gentry of 
Holland, to attend that Service, wherein'it Was 
reſolved chat his Majeſty and his Brothers ſhould 
be ſumpcuouſly treared; and defrayed, with all 
the Train, during the time that his Majeſty 
ſhould remain in chat Province, from the 16ths 
of May, till bis Embarkment fot Englard. 

Their next care was for his reception at the 
Hagwe, Which was to provide and procure as Ala- 
ny Coaches of {ix Horſes as coutd be gotten, for 
the Convoy with which chey intended to receive 
his Majeſty, and (hould cauſe alſd as many Pin- 
naces and other Barks to be ready, as was neceſ- 
ſary to tranſpotc the Train and Baggage. 

For the berter intelligence whereof, the Lord 
de Rhede, one of the Province of Ktretcht, lately 
Ambaſſador extraordinary in Denmark, and ap- 
pointed then for Spain, was ordered by the Stares 
General to go to Breda,1nd to report from thence 
an exat (tare of the Kings whole Court, and 
Train of the Princes, as alſo of che number of

Thar Barge was formerly made for che Prince 
of Awravge, and was the biggeſt of the Fleet 
which conlilted of chirty great Barges, beſides 
innumerible other Batks , called Yachts, a kind 
of little Frigors, The Veſſel the King was in 
ſo pleaſed him, that he ſaid in Diſcourſe ro the 

cies of Holland, that he would cauſe one to 
be made in the ſame manner as ſoon as he ſhould 
arriveinto England, to ſerve him upon the 
Thames above Bridge.

The Depu- 
ties of Holland were ſhipt 11 Mr. Beverweerts 
Yacht, where Don Eftevande Gamarra, who 
went to meer the King at Moeorgikg,nor in quali- 
ry of Ambaſſador of Spain,dur as a particular ſer- 
vant of his Majeſty, the Rhinegreve, the Lord 
Creftr,and other Engliſh Lords. The Chancellor of 
England,and S. Edw. Nicholas embarqued chem- 
ſelves in a lictlePinnace £111'd the Maid of Zeland, 
the Marqueſs of Qrmond in another, - the Mar- 
queſs of worcefer in the Poltillion of Zeland : 
the Lord St. John and Fellas in that of the 
Admiral Lieut. of Holland, St. Thomas Clar- 
£7's with his Artencants in the Yachr of che 
'Lown of Dzrt, the Lord Gerard , and gther No- 
blemen in the Governours of Slxce. The Prince 
of Oranges Yacht was reſerved for the Chamber 
and Wardrobe of che Princeſs Royal, Every of 
theſe Veſſels hadits Steward, and all other Offi- 
cers neceſlary for the Kitchin and Buttery, and 
they which had not the commodity to have their 
Kitchin aboard themſelves, were accompanied 
wick ocher Barks where Chimnies were tnade on

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the Kirchin, and Ovens for the Paftery and Pro- 
vifion of {o prodigious a quantity of all ſorrs of

I infift the longer upon this Naval Story, be- 
cauſe never any ſuch thing happened before 1n 
Holland : trere is a CharaRter of chart Nation, that 
they dwell upon the Waters, and certainly it Was 
verified here ; ſuch a multitude of chem for ſome 
daies together plying up and down in their boats, 
in che Kings intended Way. But to proceed ; 

The K'ng intended to dine at Noon, aſſoon 
as he came on Board, and the Meat was ready, 
bur the Wind was ſo ſtrong , and the. Water ſo 
topping, that the Princeſs Royal nor able to en- 
dure the tofling of the Veſſel, loſt her Appetite, 
and being Sex-(ick, was forced to lie On her Bed. 
Thereupon the King deſired ro know of the Cap- 
rain, if chere was no ſhelter under ſome rifirg 
ground to eaſe her a licrle ; which he anſwering 
rothe contrary , but that chey might arrive at 
Dort ſpeedily, they proceeded z and about 4 in 
the Afternoon camein ſight of thar Town.

The other was, an Advertiſement which his Ma- 
jeſty received almoſt at the ſamerime, by an Ex- 

reſs that that ſame Fleet appeared that Morning 
in ſight of Scheveling, and at Nine of the Clock 
had caſt Anchor in the Road, about a mile and an 
half from the Shore. 

This News the King preſently imparted co 
Monſieur Bewerweers, being chief in Commilſſi- 
on from the Stares of Hoellavd, and cauſed the 
Duke of Terk , to rell him, who was in perſon in 
the Deputies Yacht, which joyned fide by fide 


with his, that he confeſſed he made noc account

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x0 arrive at Delfe till Noon next day, according 
as he had appointed the rime of his entrance 
chere, and ſo te the Hagwe for his Reception, bur 
that now he had received intelligence which ob- 
liged him to change his purpoſe, and roantici- 
pare the hour that he had reſolved on, becauſe ir 
was of the higheſt importance to him ro ſpeak 
with cheOfficers of cheFleer,ſo thac he ſhould be 
confiraine\ ro ſayl the whole night, that he mighe 
arrive at Delfe by break of day; whereof he 
prayed him to give Advertiſement to the Lords 
Srares immediatly by an Expreſs, to the end that 
the Coaches inrended for his Reception, might 
be there preciſely at ſeven of the Clock next 
Morning. 

Several Difficulties which would happen were 
remonſtrated by Monſieur Beverweert upon this 
occaſign, becauſe the Polt would come late and 
nnſeaſonable, when ic would be almoſt impoſſh- 
ble ro make the States to aflemble ; yet norwith- 
andingto comply with the Kings Defires, and 
to give him their utmoſt Devoir for his ſatisfa- 
ion, they would nor fayl toadvertiſe their Su- 

riours thereof, fince they were there only to 
obey his M1jeſty, and to ſerve him. The Duke 
of Tork replied, that it was t h an invinci-

Ying been partly ruined by an Accident of Fire, 


which mer the Powder ſome eight years ago, 


they thought it fit to lodge it without the Wals , 
and without .Cannon-ſhor of the Town. Bur 
theKing having cauſed the Fleer wherein he was, 
to ſer ſayl aſloon as the Sun began to appear on 
the Horizon, came to the Suburbs of Delfe, be- 
fore the Deputies could give order ro make che 


Fleet to ſtay at the deſigned place for the Reczp- 
tions All

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All che Cicizens of the Town were in Armes 
from ctiree of che Clock in the Morning, and a 
part had their Poſt upon the Key , betore che 
Port where the King was to land : and the Magi- 
ftrare of the Town came thither with his Bre- 
chren,ro do reverence to the King in the Yacht, 
aſloon as he unceritood he was arrived, and to 
beſeech. him ro do them the Honont to repoſe 
and refreſh in their Town, whilſt his Majeſty 
(hould attend the Depuries of the States of Ho/- 
land; bur the King excuſed him(elf on the (tate of 
Atairs,which was ſofarfrom permicting him to 
Ray by the way,thatir had oblig*d him coprevenc 
cheHour which he had taken and appointed for 
his Reception. 

Inthe mean time the Letters of che Deputies 
were brought io the-Hage at Midmght, and 1m- 
mediatly afcer the lates afſernbled, and cayſed 
the Orders to be changed which were given for

After chem came a ng'tue of Officers 
belonging to the War, of young Lords and Gen- 
clemen very gallant, and bravely mounted, Nexc 
co thar marched a great number of Engliſh Gen- 
tlemen, and Officers of the Kings Houſe, ofche 
ewo Dukes, of che Prnceſs Royal, and of the 
Prince of Awrange. After chem came Monſieur 
Wimmenum, who had atrended the King as chief 
of che Depuration in the qualicy of Maſter of the 
Ceremonies, in his Coach, with ſome Lordsin 
it, _—_y ummediatly that of the Princeſs 
Royal, which carried his Majeſty. The Negaries

For theſe Volleys anſwered thoſe of a 
B ccety of eight and thirty pieces of Cannon ,

on the Ramparr, in tnrning the mouth towards

 Thenextday the States General ( after they 
had ſent a Nobleman to know of the King what 
tne he would pleafe to ſpate to receive rhar dury 
Which they had reſolved to render him,by doing 
reverence tohim in a body) Prince Williams of 
Naſas being in the head of them, with their 
emet military Officers barebeaded before ans 
E cney 
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they wetit to the Kings Lodgings. At their En- | 


lrance, they were met with by the Lord Crofts, 
a:companied with a great number of Gentleten, 
anqyncroduced to the King from the (tayr-head 
by tne Duke of Ormond.

And nor only they 
terved all ſorts of delicious Wines at the ,

night, and were never dry, as well for che E»ghſh 
of what condition focver chey were, as for all 
thoſe of the Town thar eame to demand ic. Every 
Tadle was of twelve Coverings,and had its Stery- 
ard, its four Buclers, as many Afſiltancs in the 
Burtery, and rwelve men that ſerved up the meac 
and drink. But forthe Kings Diec it was pattt- 
culr ; there was a Clark of the Kitchin, for the 
Broths, anocher for the Courſes , another for the 
Paliry,one for the Roalt, and one for the meats 
berween the Courſes, every Clark having four 
Co9o';s under him for each Service.

Edward the Confeſſour, that is to ſay, 600 years ago, 
and long before the King of Er-gland had declared 
their pretenſions, as they did when Philip of Yaloie 
came toche Crown, The manner of chis Ceremony 
is asfolloweth ; Thoſe

Thoſe that feel themſelves afflifted with the Diſcaſe com-

the King hath communicarcd in the Morning, ſo was it done 
here,ia the aforeſaid Chappel after Sermon, though the King 
at home uſcth ocher places, as the Banquertring Houſe at 
Whizebal. There wes here a great Chair placed for the King, 
in @ place ſomwhat diſtant from thepoeple. Afoon as 

ing was ſatc, one of the Clerks of the Cloſer. ſtood ar the 
right fide of his Chair, holding on bis Arm or in his right 
hand as many Gold Angels every one tied in a Ribbond of 
white Silk, as there were fick ro be touched, which were in 
gumber fourry eight, But becauſe Angels of Gold which are 
ſo called, becauſe they bave the Figure of an Ange) on them, 
were very rare, he uſcd on chis preſent occaſion, .the ren $hil- 
ling pieces, which were near of the ſame value. Here; and in 
this oecafian? Dr. Brown the Chaplain of the Princeſs of Au- 
range, perfermed the place of the Kings Chaplain, as he did 
all along before ar B-eda, 

The Chaplain the read the 16th. Chap. of Sr, Mark,from 
the-14th. verſe rorhe end, and then the Chyrurgion preſented 
the ſick after rhree reverenccs on their Knees before the King, 
who whilſt rhe Chaplain'ſaid theſe words in that Goſpel, They

Europe becauſe it is double, exceeding large and 
—— of a rare Indian Wood) was furniſhed but 
with the ordinary hangings of Crim(on. Damask, 
and had no other adotnments but that here and 
there, there were ſome fair pictures ; the” ends 
of the Chimneys and the void __ above the 
Crofſe-Bar-Windows, were adorned with gar- 
lands, wreathes and koures of Trees laden with 
Oranges and mingled with all ſorts of Flowers, 
which formed not onely a very regular com me 
ment, but wonderfully refreſhed alſo the C 
ber, and charmed no lefſe the ſmell by their 
perfume, then they pleated the fight through the 
diverſity of their Colovrs. 

From the Center of the Roundel above,glazed 
about, deſcended low a royal Crown very gal- 
lantly made in the midft of four Luſtres or

It is difficult to deſcribe the manner of order- 
ing and placing the Tables, both for the terms 
ſake and the intricacy of the defign in this Treat- 
ment, where convenience was made. for the 
Lords to ſet and Sup ; All was encloled within a 
baluſtrade that hindered” tranvers from inter- 
medling into the preſence, The King firſt took 


h's place under a Cloath of Eftate of the ſame” 


Crimſon Damask, between the Queen of 
Bohemia onhis right hand, and the Princeſle of 
Aurange on the left, and his Brothers and the 
Prince of Aurange ſetting as they uſed before. 


The Kings Table (from whence he could ſee all: 


the Depuries, whoſe Table came from the mideft 
of the Kings where they were ſeated according 
to the ranks, which the Nobles and Towns hold 
in their Aſſemblies) was ſerved with fix diſhes 
in oval Form, and with two more laid a croſſe, 
the other all loaden like Pyramids , the Services 
being changed five times. There was on the 
ERtates Table Twenty eight great diſhes, and 
many Plate Trenchers, but they changed them 


no more then four times, to put a difference be- 


tween their Table and his Majeſty. All along 
before This entertainment they ſerved but 
ſeven Tables with the Kings, befides the ſer- 
vants, but this day there were ſixteen, ſeven of 
which were ſerved as ordinarily in the other ap- 
partments of the Kinvs Houſe, 2nd the reſt in the 
Coſtellary, where expreſſe order was given t9 
receive ind treat all the Engliſh that ſhould 
care, The expence of this entertainment Was 

not 
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not particularly known, by reaſon the States 
would not make any brags of their Coſt, but the 
King was greatly pleaſed with the magnificence 
thereof, as he expreſſed himſelf to one of the 
States the next day, affirming that he never Sup- 
ped better then the day he arrived at the Hagze, 
and that in all the feaſts which were made as well 
in France, Spain, and Germany, and in -the 
Low-Countreys, and among others, that which 
the Arch-Duke Leopoldus made in the Month of 
May 1656. when he was going out of the Low- 
Countreys into Germany, he law nothing come 
near that wherewith the ates of Holland had 
now entertained him. 

As {oon as the Eftates began to drink the 
Kings Health, they gave the fignall with a Torch

But 
the King to do them an extraordinary honour in 
recompence of thoſe great civilities he had re- 
ceived from them,acquainted them by a meſſen- 
cer of his own, that the next day his voyage being 
deferred till Wedneſday, he would make them a 
viſitin perſon in the place of their Aſſembly, 
They would have been glad if they could have 
diſpenſed themſelves from teceiving ſo great an 
honour, but they choſe to be loaden with civility 
at home, then to commit an incivility in op 
fing the will of the King.

t, they made an aſcent or foot-bank of ſeven 
or eight foot broad covered over with a foot- 
cloth of Tapiſtry, which reached along the

Chamber : on the Foot-bank was placed a Chair | 


of Green Velvet, aud over head a Cloath of 
Eſtate or Canopy of the ſame Coloured Velvet, 
which was hung between the Pourtraits of the 
four laſt Princes of Awrange of the Houſe of 
Naſſas there Randing, which were ſo ſeparated 
that thoſe of Prince William and Mavrice were 
of one hand, father and ſon together, and thoſe 
of Prince Henry Frederick (brother to Prince 
Manrice) and his ſon Wilkam the ſecond, Hus- 
' band to the late Princeſſe Royal, on the other 
fide of the Canopy. 

The Kin? being come to this place, which 
was a kind of a Throne, Prince Williams F rede- 
rick of Naſſas, and ſome Engliſh Lords put 
themſelves dehind the ſcat , and his Mayer's

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who Rood ill and uncovered till all the Mem- 
bers that compoſe that illuſtrious Senate were 
entred, (Which were numerous that day becauſe 
of the Extraordinary Deputies) when they were 
after a while diſpoſed in their places, fate 
down then and covered himſelf, bur remained 
not long in that poſture : For as ſocn as he ſaw 
the (eats full, and all the Deputies covered, he

Tis was meerly procured from the King to 
do him greater Henour, for that not know- 
ing how to get a Copy of his Speech which they 
would have recorded, they find this way to be 
ſure of a parcell of it under his own hand; a 
Copy whereof being therefore tranſmitted to the 
Eſtates General, was inſerted in the Revifters 
of the Reſolutions of the Generality and of the 
Province of Holland,in perpetnam 783 memorians, 
and to manifeſt their readineſle of complying 
with the King in all things. ;

firſt ; ſo likewiſe had the Ambaſſadours of Dex- 
mark,and from him they went to viſit theEarl 
of Oxford,as Cheif of the Commiſhoners from

The Ambaſſadours had cauſed the King to be 
ſounded, if he were pleaſed that they ſhould ſee 
the Commiſſtoners of the two houfes, to which 
y_y his Majeſty exprefled himſelf, that they 


1d do him a pleaſure therein. They had be-, 


fore often cauſed Audience to be asked of both 
Commitſoners,but their continual imployments 
on the Kings perlon, joyned to the difficulty 
there was to aſſemble perſons thit diverted 
themſelves in a place where occaſions of their 
entertainment were not wanting to them, and 
ina tim2 when all the world rezoyced, oppoſed 
alwayes their ſatisfaion therein. Only the Earl 
of Oxford endeavoured what he could to make 
the Commitſioners of the Higher houſe to afſem- 
ble but to no purpoſe.

eAxrange. They were civilly entertainzd from 
the Conſ14eration of the reſpe& the King had 
ſhewed them, but as to their affairs, my Lord 
told th:m, that thz King ſor tae future w_ to 
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have the ſole diſpoſition of ſuch matters, fince 
that in returning to his Kingdomes, the ſole con- 
dud of theState appertainedand was remitted to 
him 


Prince Maurice of Naſſau did now likewiſe 
complement the King upon his departure from 
himſelf, and alſo officiated for Duke of 
Brandenburgh to both of whom the K. profeſſed 
a very great afteRion,to the Prince, for his lodz- 
ing, reſidence and other Civilities ſhewed him 
at his houſe ; to the Duke, for thoſe Teſtimonies 


* of that kindneſſe he had for his affairs, when all 


the world believed them deſperate, and further 
ſaid, that he would conſerve eternally the re- 
membrance of the good offices which Ins High- 
nefſe had rendred him in the Empire, and of the 
oreat obligations which he laid upon him in a 
time, when there was no Prince almoſt, that 
dared to declare for his Intereſts. Monſieur 
Coyer Ambaſſadour from the Swede, becaule he

The eſtates being retired, after the King had 
thanked them for their minifold civilities they 
had done him, His Majeſty employed the reſt 
of the day in taking his leave by viſits deſigned to 
that purpoſe. The firſt he made was to the Quezn 


of Bohemia where he ftayed not long, thence to + 


the Houſe of the Princeſſe Nowager of Orange 
where he found alſo th2 Princeſſe of Naſas, a 

» the young Lady of Awrange her Daughters. The 
time and diſcourſe paſt here, was not only com- 
plemental but of affairs of State, (of which that 
Princeſſe is very capable) and of the preſent con- 
ditton of Europe and of the intereſt of it's ſeveral 
Princes, of whoſe Eſtates the hath a moſt perfe& 
knowledge : After this viſit performed the re- 
conducted th King to th place where ſhe re- 


ceived him. and retired not till ſhe ſaw the Kirg | 


gone. 
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The next vice was beſtowed on the Princeſſe 


' Royal, who preſented him many perſons either 


to recommend to hirm or to take leave. He ſtay- 
ed with her till ſuppet time at which time t 
Waggons Were employed from the eſtates to carty 
his Baggage toSthevelng which was preſently ertt= 
barqued; and then he returned to his Lodgings. 

At evening the Chief of the Deputies of Hol- 
land, took occaſion from the reipedts the King 
{4id he had for that Province,for thg teſtimonies of 
aſfeRiori' which they had ſhewed to him, to ſay to 
his Majeſty, that the intention of the Lords eſtates 
of Holland was to do ſornething more if there 
were any Rarities in their Eſtate that might be 
preſented to ſn greata Prince. Notwithſtanding 
that they wovld give themielves tlie liberty to 
Cauſe him to be accortmodated, and to ſend him 
on the firſt occaſion ſome prelents, which they 
Would beſezch his Majeſty to. conceive 2s proofs 
of th:ir good will rather then of their power, The 
King would have declined it, ſaying that he nzed- 
ed nn other aſſurances of their affeKion, then thoſe 
they had given him at this preſent occaſion, that 
he was already ſatisfied therewith , an thank'd 
them not onely for the eff:&s paſſed, but alſo for 
the good will they expreſſed unto him for th: Fu- 
tuf<, 

Thoſe preſents which they intended for h'm 
were not yet ready, becauſe the bed of the Prin- 
ceſſe Royal was not perfe&t , which was to make 
a part of them, and becauſe they knw not yer 
what h's Majzſty would like moſt, No more 
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therefore then' was [aid to his Majeſty ; but the 
Eftates having reſolved what they would preſent , 
to the Duke of Tork,, th: ſame Lard” acquainted 
his Highneſle that the Lords of Holland willing to 
give ſome marks of affeion to his Royal High: 
neſfe, had (6ught every where for ſomething that 
mn worthy of him, ant! that having tound 
nothing becauſe of the ſhortnefle of reſidence, 
would not permit them to make enquiry, yet that 
his Highneſſe fight not depart without ſome to- 
ken and ſentiment of their ſubmiſſe reſpe&s to 
him, they prayed him to accept a bill of Exche. 
quer of Seventy five thouſand Guilders, which 
makes fierling Seven thouſand five hundred 
pounds, which he might cauſe his Treaſurer to 
receive cither at preſent in this Town, of Mr. 
Berchel Receiver General of the Province, or at 
London, or elſewhere, and it ſhould be payed at 
fight. The Duke received the Bill with many 
Teſtimonies of acknowledg:zment, and ſaid that 
it was without any repugnance or reluCtancy that 
he chareed him{elf with this obligation rowards the

There was no night for more then fifty thou- 
ſand perſons, who from.that Txe/day evening were 
gone to take up their places on the Downs or 
Sand- hills which borde: on the Sea along the coaſt 
of Hellaxd, from vhence they might diſcover the 
Fleet and ſee thz King to Embark. The Trumper 
awakened the Horſe that were to attend the So- 
lemnity of his Majeſties departure before. day ; 
andat two a clock. in th2 morning the Drums 
beat to aſſemble as well thz Cirizens as Souldiers. 
In the Kings bouſe it ſelf every one was employed 
the whole night in cauſing the reſt of the Baggage 
to bz loaden ond ſent away , and there was ſeen 
nothing but Wagoons and:Coaches full of Engliſh 
who went to embark themſelves before the ba ks 
zppointed for his Majelhes Service were poſſeſſed 
by his Domeſtick peo12 and Servauts who were 
to atiend upon his perſon, 

The Citizens cam2 tooether at their ordinary 
Rendezvous of the Yiverberg, and the. Regiment

It was paſt eleven a clock when the King ar- 
rived at the Fleet, ſo that as ſoon as his Majeſty, 
W328 but a little diſengaved of a part of thoſe that 
would follow him on boatd , ke ſate down ata 
Table in thz great Gallery with the other Royal 
perſons, waile ſome other ofhis Lords and others 
great ones of Holland were entertained in other 
appartments.

Country, where he had received ſo many te{timo. 
nies of ow 7- and love. To this purpoſe 40 take 
his full and laſt view thereof, he aſcended to the 
top of the poop, and ſeeing the people with which 
he had left the Downes covered gemaining there 
Rill, he watpleaſed to acknowledge thar i; mas 
impoſſible his own Subjeffs cov have more 
tenderneſſe for him/then thoſe people , on whaſe 
AﬀeRions he perceived he rergned no lefſe, then 
ow going to reign on the Wills of the Eng- 
liſh. 

After this, he embraced the Prince of Aura 
with the ſame tenderneſs as he could have had 
his own Son, and gave him his Bleſſing ; and took 
leave of the Queen of Bohemia. But when he was 
to depart from th2 princeſs Royal his Silter ; that 
Princeſſe who had with ſo much courage and with- 
out grief almoſt, looked all paſt misfortunes in the 
Face, and who had vertue enough to fortifie that 
of her Brothers, needed now all his conſtancy

TheRoyal Charles newly ſo Chriſtened was now 
under ſail for England, when th: Q. of Bobems a, 
the Princefſe Royal, and the Prince of Aurange 
deſcended into the Bark which was to bring thent 
back again to Land, All the Artillery of the Fleet 
ratured thoſe Royal perſons, and the Battery on the 
Downes of Holland anſwered them with the fmaſl 
ſhot of the Citizens and Guards. It was about 
four in the afternoon Wedneſday the 23, of May 
that the Fleet did (et fail, and about fix a Clock it 
was gotten ſo far off, that the people which all this 
while ftir'd not from the Downes, having loſt ſight 
of it retired themſelves,whileſt the King continued 
his way towards his Kingdomes , with the ſaniz 
Jremity that was ſeen lately to accompany all h's 
affairs. 

Thus ended th:fe Dutch Triumphs,which while 
th2 King remainzd there poſſeſſed the minds of all 

men 
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men, who could not chuſe but ſtand at gaze to ſee 
the (tupendious alteration of his condition. Hig 
often and familiar refiderice amongſt that people, 
procured their univerſal love, the ſudden glories 
of tus unexpeRed Reliitnticn, rendred him their 
veneration and general reverence. They are, 
what ever their enemies ſay to the contcaty, be- 
cauie their Reaſons of ſtate ſometime have made 
them recede from the dire& wayes of Jultice, the 
moſt open hearted people in the world for the 
venerality, ſo that one may reade their thoughts 
in their countenance ; And next to England, it 
may be preſumed they ſhared 2s much felicity 
and joy and as truely manifelted it as any other 
Nation whatſoever. 

That which in the Kings refzdence there, as was 
ſaid, poſſeſſed their minds then, now altogether 
employed their Tongues in relating the turacu- 
lous providences and as propitious Grandeurs of 
this Monarch, Extolling h's virtue and Fortune, 
with the lame elevation of diſcourſe, as a Prince 
every way ſutable to thoſe great Honours and Fe- 
licities which heaven had fo graciouſly reſerved 
for him. And theſe ſpeeches were uttered with 
ſuch paſſion and rapture, and (6 concerninely, as if 

had Dezizond themſelves his natural Sub- 
eas. The unmatchable, and incomparable happi- 
neſſe;and glory of this Prince,to be equally beloy- 
ed by his own and other Nations ; while w2 had 
the Fruition andenjoyment, and they nothing but 
the amiable Idea and Platonick affeRion for his 
Perſon and Government. |

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They blamed their Eyes that they were ſo ſhort 
they could ſee nm no longer, they com-

Leave we the Dutch to dream of their paſt 
felicity, and return to the Fleet which was as 
beforeſaid, under Sail. for England, which the 
Duke of York, being Admiral now commanded. 
Byhis order the ſeveral perſons of quality were 
allotted and diſtributed to ſeveral Ships; And 
becauſe of the uncertainty, it was not thought 
fit to entruſt ſo rich and valuable a prize as the 
Royal Fraternity in one though never ſo firm a 
botrome, therefore the Duke of York diſpoſed 
of himſelf aboard the London, a Ship newly 
built of the third Rank, of a moſt excellent 
Fabrick and Compoſition and which for it's 
Name ſake his Highnefſe was pleaſed to honour, 
and to continue 1t's own happy appellation ; 
having received it (after all the infamous places 
for the late Kings dzfeats had been adopted into 
the Fleet) when there was ſome apparency of 
the Kings Reſtitution, to which this City cheifly 
and primarily contributed, and ſo happened 
to be the firſt Chriſtian Ship in the Navy. 
Th:Duke of Glouceſter by his Highheſle order 
Was likewiſe ſet on board the Swifrſwre, which 
Name hz himſelf changed into Fames, with 
the uſual Solemnities and Cultomes. Nothing 
was now heard and ſeen at Sea, but the noiſe 
aud the ſmoke of ths Cannon, which inceſſantly 
I thundred 
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thundred all the remaining part of that day, and 
continued in great meaſure all the voyage. 
"Twas no little part of the Triumph to ſee (6 
brave a Fleet in all it's glories ſailing together, 
which King So/ozzon obſerved of a ſingle Ship 
to b2 one of the molt ſatisfaRory ſights. The 
Lord of the Ocean now kept his Court upon 
it inall his Reoalities, and gave Law to it's un- 
ruly Flouds ; t:ch a calm being thereon that it

The General.hred the firſt Gun himſelf, and 
cryed God bleſſe His Majeſty. Then might you 
ſee the- Fleet in her pride , with Pennants looſe 
Guns roaring , and Caps flying, and loud Vive 
le Roy's ecchoed from «vne Ship to another , 
which were anſwered with the great Guns from 
Deal and Sandwich Caſtles, The General en- 
tertaining the Officers, Gentlemen , and Mar- 
riners in his Ship with two Pipes of Canary, 

Thus as God turneth the Heart of the King | 
as the Rivers of water, © did he turn the hear? 
of thoſe that dwell upon the waters to the King, 
The Rrong Stream and Tyde of Loyalty influen- 
ced by the ſuperiour motions, returned with an 
overflowing exceſle of Gladnefle , and bleſs'd 
theſe Iſlands with a deluge of joy. Even thoſe 
very men who o lately had declared againſt 
Monarchy, and His Majeſty inexpreſſe terms , 
and temm'd the Current of duty, now winded 
about of 'a ſudden to their Allegiance.

Dukes, he from thence repaired to his Bre- 
thren the Aldermen , andeach Party falling in 
aS at firit in the morning, are by the Care ot his 
Excellencies Troops, who brought up the rear , 
- conducted back to his Lord(hips Houſe, 

And in ſeveral places as he paſſed, 1n this 
. dayes Triumph, as at the Gate of the Bridge, 
Exchange, St. Peters Cheap, Ludgate, and 
Temple Bar , He was entertained with Wind 
Muhick'; and Grace Church Conduit , the four 
Spouts » Corn i Conduit , Piſſing Conduit, 
; Standard in Cheapſide, and Fleerſtreet do all run 
with Claret Wine to expreſle the Cities , and 
heighten the joy of the Partakers, 

This was the Cities deiignation , and 1s writ 
in a ſtyle part as future , and part paſt, becaule 
all their intendments did not take eftet , but 
magnificence they aimed at, which in good 
mealure , as the ſhortneſle of the time for pre- 
parations permitted,thzy attained. And there- 
fore the true and real Triumph of this day , in 
the whole Progrzſe order and State of it, take 
in this more exact Tranſcript, 

On Monday th2 18 of May, His Majeſty 
came into Rocheſter , about 5 of the Clockin 
the Afternoon, and wint immediately into Col. 
Gibbons his houe , a Cclonel then of the

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His Majeſty had in His Chamber eat ſomething 
to refreſh himſelf , he went to Chatham to fee 
the Royal Soveraign and the reſt of his Navy , 
there riding at Anchor y after the view , he did 
Commuſhoner Pert one of the chief for Buit- 
ding ſo much Honour , -as to receive the enter- 
tainment of a Banquet from him, . - Thence he 
returned to Recheſter, and about 8 of the Clock 
ſupped , thewing himſelf very courteous and 
gracious to the Colonel , 'who preſented to His 
Majeſty, a very Dutiful Addfeſſe ,, fimmed by 
himſelf, and all th2 Officers of tis Regiment 
in behalf of themſelves ,- and the Souldiers un- 
der his Command, which His Majeſty received 
very graciouſly, and by many exprethons to the 
Colonel, gave a teſtimony of his aftection to 
him in particular, and to all the Army in Ges 
neral , of: which His lodging with His Royal 
Brothers in his Houle, waz not the leaſt De- 
monſtration. The next morning early Mr. Fran- 
cis Clerk,, and Mr. William Swan both Centle+ 
men of this County , r2ceived th2 Honour of 
Knivhthood from His M1jelty, The Maior and 
Corporation of th: City , preſented His Mi - 
j:{ty with a Baſon and Ewer of Silver guilt of a 
2001 value , Which was w-ll received, 

Beewixt four and five in the morning, Hs 
Majz|ty took His journey from Rocheſter , the 
Aulitia Forces of Kent lining the wayes , 
and th: Maidens in White Walcoats ( which 
kind of Rural Triumph the City Virgins by a 
requeſt t5 my 1 0:d Maior deſired to perform and 
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imitate ) Rrewing herbs and flowers in the way 
he paſſed , and the ſeveral Towns hanging out 
White Yheets ; At the approach of His Majeſty 
to Dartford, the Addrefle of the Army above 
mentioned was preſented , and at Black Heath 
the whole Army was drawn up ; where His 
Majeſty received them , giving out many Ex» 
preſſions of His Gracious Favour to the Army, 
which were received with loud Shoutines and 
Rejoycings. Several Bonfires were made as 
' His Majeſty came along , and one more re- 
markablz at Greemwich for its bigneſſe (all 
wayes were invented and uſed to expreſle the 
Peoples gladneſſe though never ſo uncuſtomary) 
where the States Arms were burned, / 

Thence, the Army being drawn , his Maje- 
Ry, who had come in his Coach to Swirors Hill 
and there took horſe to ſhew hinuelf to his long- 
ing defirous people, purſued his way towards 
London,, And becauile Cod himſelf when he 
would ſet a mark of obſervance, upon his own 
Magnalia hath taken notice of the circum- 
Rance of time, it was very conſiderable here 
that it was his Majefties Birth-day. He was heic 
apparent when firſt born, but had Js «1» re 
now, when entring the etropolrs of the King- 
dome h2 took poſſeſſion. All Lets and Hin- 
drances Which have intervened fince his Maje- 
{tes juſt Rights, are now ſo many arguments 
of his Future fixed and peaccable enjoyment. 
This the Ancients intimated, when they tzll us 
thit Jupiter bimſelf was not quiet in _ 
t 
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til after a long wat with the Gyants. Andit is 
a greater and more marvellous conqueſt Hoftens 
tonciliare quam debellare' eſpecially in and after 
civil contetts and difſentions. 

When his Majelty came to St, Georges-fie/d, 
th: Lord Mayor and the Aldermen were in a 
Tent ready to receive him, among whom for 
the notoriety of the perſon was Alderman JIre- 
ron, once a rude enemy to the King and his 
Friends , whoſe Company was neverthelefle 
difſembled, to ler th: giddy world ſee whoſe 
Councells and directions they followed, in thoſe 
late miſerable times ; men that could cry Crnes 
fige and Hoſammainone breath: when the K was 
come'to the Tent, the Lord Mayor delivered 
unto his Majeſty the Sword upon his knees, 
which his Majeſty gave back to- him again, 
After a ſhort repaſt raken there, and drinking 
a olaffe- or two of Wine, and the reſpe&ive 
reverences and vratulations done to the King' 
by eachindividual Alderman, the King Knight- 
ed the Lord Mayor, and made him a. Baronet, 
and ict forward to Whire-halin this order and 
manner. 

Alt thz Houſes being richly laid with Tapiftry 
out of the Windows, and a Lane made by the 
Militia from Southwark to Ti emple-Bar on one 
ſide of the Streets, and the Liveries on the 
other, th2 Generals Foot making the like Lane 
from Temple-Bar , till, they joynzd with a 
party of Foot all Gentlemen and Offcers in 
th2 Kings Army in White Doublets and Black 
K 3 breeches 
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Breeches, under the command of Sir John Sta- 
yell (expreſſing their joy for the Kings reſtitu- 
tion, and their ſorrow for his Royal Fathers 
Mattyrdome) who having accoſted the King at 
Black- Heath and thewed themſelves, follow- 
ed not the King through London, but turned off 
at Newington, and paſſed the Thames and pla- 
ced themiclves in two Files making a Lane from 
( haring-Croſſe to Wh te-ball Gates ; Firlt of 
all marched a Troop of Gentlemen led by 
Major: General Brown,Brandiſhing their Swords, 
all in Doublets of Cloth of Silver, 1n all about 
300 beſides their Servants, thzn another Troop 
of about 2co all in Velvet Coats, their Foot- 
men and Liveries in Purplezthen another Troop 
led by bp Jobs Robinſon, with Buff Coats,Silver 
Sleevs and green Scarfes and Feathers, in a cir- 
cular faſhion. After this a Troop of Bleyv 
Liveries and Silver lace, Colours Red fringed 
with filver about 1 30. After that a Troop, fix 
Trumpets ſeven fontmen in Sea green and $il- 
ver, th2ir Colours Pinck f:inved with ſilver, 
then a Troop with their Liveries gray and blew, 
with filk and filver laces, 30 Footmen, four 
Trumpets, confilting of about 220 their colours 
Sky frinved with filver.

ſuch a Rarity , that was only attributable to 
the ſingle and ſingular Grandeur of our Mon- 
arch,on whomtheDivineProvidence was pleaſed 
to accumulate all thoſe Felicities which through 
his alone influence, have ever ſince vouchſafed 
Profperity to the Nations round about us.

This Treaty berween the two- Crowns wy 
Commenced about the middle of Summe 
1659. when Sir George Booth firſt appeared 
Cbeſb:re for the King, It had been long bs 
fore in proje& and deſignation , but cannt 
be derived fo far as that of the Kings Reſtit- 
Gon. The place of meeting was at a'Confme 
of both Kingdomes ; an Iſland called by ti 
nume of St. Fob de Luz, on a river whichd- 
vides the French and Spamſh Dominions, where 
only the two great Favourites and Miniſters of 
exch Crown met ; the Cardinal Mazarire and 
Don Lewis de Hara; ( His Majeſty 'of Great 
Brittmen was h2re himſelf preſent , ro concern 
his Aﬀairs in the Treaty, as alſo Lockhart from 
his Maſters at neftminſer under the” guard and 


proteftion of the F rench, in ſo much danger, be- 

fides privacy he refided there, ) 

: Much time it took op in compoſing and ſtat- 

ing the ſeverall Pretenhons , when His on 
IE Jett] 
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efty was called away dy his unqueſtionable and 
Fe bieble right (which was adjudged wich- 
out any preliminary terms or limitation) to at- 
tend his own Afﬀeairs and leave them difputi 
theirs, which upon ſecret intelligence and thar 
own judgement and opinion , they perceived 
would ſo readily advance, as might (it a t 
Concluſion were not made ) put both ns 
tonew Councels, ſnch as the ſtrangeneſs of the 
Engliſh Revolutions weuld render very difficult 
nd perplext, if after ſuch a progrefſe either 
Party ſhould recede ; ſo that the King did 
more than hold the Ballance already. 

Therefore Mownſ/icur de _—_— of the French 
fide, and Don Piementell of the Spaniſh, made 
many journeys to and fro between both Courts, 
to haſten the Concluhon of all the prefene 
Tranſa&tions, The Biſhop of Awrange like- 
wiſe much ftirred about the ſame 3 The 
Nuncio laboured therein, together with the Ve- 
netian Ambaſſador , to whoſe Arbitration, the 
remaining Differences were at laſt referred.

By the ſame deſignation the King of Spar 
was expected at Fontarabia the 22 of Ma) , 
and ſeveral dayes after appointed for theſe Ce- 
remonies;the 25. the Duke of Crequi was t0 
carry the preſents from th French King to th: 
Infanta,the 26 the firſt view was to be betwer 
the King of Spain and the Queen Mother of 
France, the 27. the two Kinys were to meet; 
the 28. th [»fanta was to be delivered into the 
Hands of the Queen her Aunt; the 29. het 
Marriage was to be conſummated. Some of 
theſe Dayes indzed afterward by ſome caſul 
interventions, were altered, but mark hon 
rightly , that Marriage was calculated to that 
Meridian Star of Glory at the Kings Nativity: 
take a full account of it as it paſſed. 
- Onthe 23. of May about 7. a Clock at 
Night th2 King of Spain with the Infants , and 
all the Grandees of his Court , arrived at Fon 
rarabia, many Trumpets ſounding before him, 
and with the Noyſe of all the Canon, and th:

A little below the Croiſe 
within a rail was ereted a Scaffold fx foot 
hich, on which was placed a large Table 
covered with a rich Banquet ſerved up in Glaſſe 
and repreſenting divers forms and devices, 
as his Mijelties Arms, the Arms of the City 
and divers exotick Trees were raiſed loaden 
with theic leavs and fruits, &c. the Table be- 
in? ſurraunded by above an 1eo perſons of 
Eminency. The Muſick and breaking of glaſſes 
were ſeconded by three general Vollies of 
the Horſe and Foot, who received an hand- 
ſome anſwer from the great Guns of the 
Caltle, Citadef, and Ships in the Road, and all 
were ecchoed by joyfull acclamations of the 
p=ople, After 
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After this the Forces drew of , affording 
the Civilities of view to the people, a- 
monglit whom the Diſhes and Banquet were 
hurled , and ſo aroſe and marched down to 
the Piazzo of the Palace of Holy Rood houſe, 
firſt the Comifſioners , next the Major Ge- 
neral with his Army, and after them the 
City Magiſtrates with their Guards ; whence 
after the Muſquets had ſaluted them there 
with divers V olleys and had received a re- 
turn from the great Guns of the Caſtle, 
Citadel, and Sea, as formerly , they mar- 
ched back again quite through the City , up 
to the Caſtle Hill, from whence every one 
apart returned to ſpend the reſt of the Ene.

for to ſatisfy that duty he ns his R 
Father, and the univerſal demand of his 
people, for juſtice againſt thoſe horrid Re» 
gicides;z ſoon after he had extended his 
Grace and favonr to others notoriouſly, yet 
leſſe peccaut then they, he gave order = 
e 
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their Araignment and Tryal which was 
held at the Seſfions houſe in the 01d-Baily in 
Olfober 1660. In the compaſſe of which 
moneth ten of thoſe wretches viz. Vai. Gen. 
Harriſon, Fobn Carew, Fokhn Cook, the Solici- 
tor, and Hugh Peters the Agitator , Thomas 
Scott che Secretary, Gregory Clement, Adrian 
Seroop, and Fobhy Foxes were hang'd drawn 
and quartered at the rail'd place in Charn 
Croſs, with their faces ſet rowards rhe breed 

lace againſt Whitehall, where that execra- 
ble murther againſt the King by their de- 
fignment was perpetrated , and at Tburx 
ewo others,Col. Francis Hacker who had the 
g_- of the King at his death, and Col. 
Daniel Axtel who guarded the Court at his 
Tryal. Sixteen more for that bloody crime 
were condemned, but our of fome reſpe&t 
to his Majeſties Proclamation, Which was fa- 
yourably wreſted toa reprieve (npon which 
they ſubmicted and rendred themſelves.) 
they were remittedto the Tower where they 
Rill remain under the quick ſenſe of guilt 
and deſerved puniſhment. 

Heaven was well pleaſed, but not appea(- 
ed with this victim, and therefore provi- 
ded it ſelfe of a more competent Sacrifice, 
ſo fignally did it contribute to the glory of 
this moſt juſt and moſt pious Attion. For 
when wich Cain, ſome of thoſe murderers 
wandering as fugitives abroad,thought to e- 
ſcape divine vengeance, it ſuidden'y fſur- 


prized and overtook them, tharce of them 
Miles 
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Miles Corhet, Col. Iobx Okgy, and Col. : Joke 
Barkftead, being taken at Delf and tranſmit- 
ted theuce by Sir George Downing the Kings 
Refident chere , to the Tower of Logon, from 
whence being brought to the K:ings-hench 
Bar toward the end of April 1662. they were 
there condemned aud received Sentence, 
and ſuffered the ſame death with other their 
fellows at Tybrrz, with ſome little more 
acknowledgement of the Fa, then thoke 
that ſuffered for the ſame crime before, 
On the 3oth of Fanxery 1660. that the, Earth 
mighe no longer cover the blood which was 
impiouſly and traiterouſly ſpilt on that day, 
vengeance perſuing theſe wicked miscreants 
y en beyond the SanRtuary of che Grave,the 
odious Carkafles of Cromwel, Freton,and Brod 
ſhaw, were digged outof the ground from 
thoſe ſumptuous monuments, which as they 
did the Throne in their life , they 
now uſurped in their death : they were 
drawn ina Cart from Weſt- 5mm Jucinur 
minſter, where they were fu ft unco ſprtandy, 
enterred tothe Red Lyon in gaudeant omues- 
Helborn, and thence on Sledg- 
es to Tyburn, where they were pulled out 
of their Coffins, and haug'd at the f(eve- 
ral Angles. or Corners of that accurfed 
Tree, ( with the dregs of the peoples curl 
es and execrations) from ten a clock ill 
Sun-ſetting, aud then cut down ; their 
loathſom bodys thrown ina deep hole un- 


der the Callows : their Heads cut off and 
placed 
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Placed aloft upon Weftminſter Hall. que La« 


a quis illis vuleus erat! where they will 
continue the Brand-marks of their po« 
ſerity, and the expiatory remaing of theic 
accurſed crime. 

But paſſe we from thoſe deſervedly igno- 
minious, ſhameful objefts, tothe conrary 
real and- ſolid Funeral Honours doge to 
the memory ofthoſe Loyal Heroes; the fa- 
mous and immortal James Graham Mar- 
queſſe of Mogtroſſe , and Sir Fobs Hay of 
Scotlayd, and Sir' Charles Lucas, and Sir 
Geeyge Liſle, murdered in cold blocd at Col» 
chefter in1648. 

The ſeveral quarters of the renowned 
Momtroſſe, had been taken down ſome time 
before, and with great folemnity and pro- 
ceflion deported in the ſeveral Cities where 
before they ſtood advanced upon cheir 
Gates, whence by orderof the Parliament 
the whole body was reafſemhled and with 
great State and Magnificence by direCtion 
from his Majeſty, out of his entire love and 
affe&ion to the memory ot ſo loyal and dear 
a ſervant and friend: interred after this 
manner there in as great pomp as ever 
was {een in that K'ngdom, the funeral] pro- 
ths from the Abby Churc h to St. Gyleſes 
in nburg.

With this Illuſtrious crain, a triumph 
equally compoſed of Grief and Honour, was 
this Marqueſs with the due rites to his ſus 
perexcellent merits laid in his Tombe, 
which ambitiouſly declined his reception, 
till che publique acknowledgements of 
that kingdom, nay the whole world pre 
chimed ws glory to be envied for itsen- 
cloſed duſt, by che Pyramids and Mauſolzz 
of ancient Sepulchres: and if ſo?how much 
more precious that monument, his dear 
and gracious Maſters affe&ion, in whoſe 
minde all choſe famous ſervices he atchit- 
ved in his Cauſe are fo indelibly written,

tous cruelty , and diſloyal impotent re- 
venge, was ſown 1a difhonour, roſe again 
to the fiblimeſt pitch and attainment 
of Honour ; highly indeed glorious, 
to the memory of theſe regowned He- 
Foes, to their families, and grateful to 
ood men, but infinitely redevable to the 
elicity of che times, and his Majeſties moft 
uſt Government , yet further moſt fignal- 
y obliged to his perſonal refle&ions and 
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confiderations of the ſufferings of his faith« 
ful ſervants, reſtoring them with himſelfe, 
making his reſtitution their reſurreQ&ion, 
The powerful juſtice of his Scepter revi- 
ving the {leepy Afhes of his Subje&s, com- 
municating with them the miracle of his 
own never exough admired reſtauration. 

Give me leave to add, that thoſe Noble 
perſons were lighred to their Tombs , by 
the funeral fres of the Covenant; that Sa- 
lamander and Incendiary, whoſe cold Nor» 
thern conſtitution had endured the ſcorch- 
ing flames of a terriblewar, could n ot 
abide the glowing aſhes of theſe Heroes, 
bur expired in a hifling and ignominious 
blaze, by the hand of the common Hangs 
man. 

Let us now leave theſe two Lanreats,and 
at anearer view contemplate the like revi- 
viſcency in another pair of Engliſh Come 
Sir Char/ s Lu. Manders, as famous in their 
ca: and Sir ſtations and places, Sir Charles 
George Liſle Lucas and Sir George Liſle 
nes rg at who wer: murdered as afore- 
9g: faid at Colcheſter, and by his 
Majeſties ſpecial command , with all be- 
comming ſolemnicy , reinterred in the 
ſame Town, on the ſame day, 13 years the 
fiſt cook up Arms in Efex, being the 7 
of Tune 1661, On that day the two Coms 
panies of Train-bands, met at one of the 
clock in the afternoon , where appeared 
three hundred compleatly armed. The

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Coffins were brought to the Honſe of 
Mr. Recorder Shaw, a Member of this Par» 
liamenc, being the place into which the 
Corps of theſe two Knights were firſt 
brought after they were ſhot and (tripped. 
About three inthe afternoon, the Trained 
Bands being come,they fiſt marched inthe 
military manner cuſtomary at Burials, af- 
ter them marched Mr. Thxrſtgn who carri- 
ed the guile ſpurs upun a black ſtaff; after 
him a gilt Sword and a velvet Scabbard 
born by that valjant and Loyal Captain 
William Harris an Officer under Sir Charls 
Lucas from the beginning of the Warr, 
theGantlet carried by Mr. Thomas Tolc:1t,the 
Helmet by Mr, Andrew Fromayxtel, the Breaſt 
by Mr. Ibn Robinſon, and the Back by Mr. 
Ibn Merrydale, Then Sir C6 /»1 Lucas his 
Eſcutchion was bora by Mr. {04s Fuſe, 
and another for Sir George Liſle, then two 
led Horſes covered with mourning, after 
them ewo Trumpets, and then M's Laj-' 
feld who preached che funcra! Sernion, 
attended by ewe Clergy-men, one on each 
fide. Then followed Sir Chqarls Lwcus his 
Coffin carried upon fix Pikes tyed with 
match, born by Captain Szreet, Mr. #aſea 
Mr, Wigs, and Mg. Soams in mourning, 
all of Sir Charles his own Regiment, and 
the Pall ſupported by 6, viz. John Eldred, 
Senior, Hen. Ajliff, Thomas Jolcett , Frane 
Nicbolar, Iobn Eldred junior, and George Son 
ford, all Equires of good quality ia 
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the County , each of them attended by 
an Officer bare-headed. Then followed 
three Clergy-men more,and after them Sir 
George Liffe's coffin carried as the former 
upon Pikes by four ofhis Officers in mourn» 
ning, aud his Fall bern by fix proper Gen» 
tlemen, each of theſe having an Officer 
bare-headed attending them. After the Cof- 
fins was born the great Mace of the Town 
covered with black Cypreſs : then follow: 
ed in their black Gowns the Deputy Maior 
and the Recorder; (the Maior being out 
of Town) then all the Aldermen, with 
the Chamberlain, Town-Clerk, Aſſiſtants 
and Common Council in their Gowns ac- 
companied with at leaſt ten thouſand Gen- 
tlemen, and Jnhabicants of che County and 
Town. In this manner they marched 
through the chief ſtreets of the Town ta 
Sr. Gyleſes Church ( who ſhall hereafter be 
a Patron for the martyr'd as well as the 
maimed, forin a Church conſecrated to 
that Saint, the Marqueſſe of Montreſt 
was buried —_ now we ſaw ) the place 
of interrment for the family of the Lord 
" Lucaſſes. After Sermon there Mr. Layfield 
made a | anegyrick and Elogie of the life and 
death of Sir Charles, who was well known 
to him, and faidas much as he knew of 
Sir George Liſle. After this the doors of the 
Vault being opened where Sir Char! Far 
mily lay, the ewo Cofhns were carried 
down, and the Gentlemen that Lore the 

Arms 
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Arms went down in the Vault, the Drams 
beating a march until they came out, and 
then the Musketeers gave three great Vol- 
lies, concluding the ceremony with ring= 
ing of Bells in all the Churches of che 
Town. 

And now leaſt any of theſe ſcattered 
rayes, and refrations- of this Monarchs 
Glory ſhould be dimmed or disappear in 
the obſcurity of time, we will cranſlate 
them to their bright Orb ( as Japiter is 
feigned to have Rellified his' Heroes ) en- 
circle them in the Diadem, eternize them 
in that ſpherical figure, and fix them in 
his Crown, the FIR MAMENT of his 
paſt, preſent, and future greatnefle : the 
Celebrity of which a&ion is not lefle dne 
to the intrinfick matter, then to the out- 
ward beauteous form, it being not ſo mich 
an exceſſe of pomp, as a Boundary of Go» 
vyernment, not ſo much herght of Glory,as 
profoundne(s of State-reaſon,& in that large 
capaciouſaels may juſtly paſs for the con- 
ſummation and perfe& excellence of all 
Regal felicity. This, was the Crown pro- 
faned by ths lewd hands of thoſe profit- 
tute Members at Weſtminfer, when the Re- 
alia were (eiz'd on by them , and by 

. M. his advice, thought fit to be 
aliezsted to the publique, that is ſha» 
red among the Ullurpers, This was the 
Crown, afrewards violated, deprived, and 
widdowed of that facred, Royal head of 
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King Charles the Martyr , when its Gold 
enraed pale and lay covered in the ruine, 
the duſt and aſhes of three miſerable and 
mourning Kingdoms. This was the 
Crown which alone of all the-Inſignia of 
Majeſty, ( as Elijab of all the Prophets that 
had not bowed their knees to Baal) ab» 
horted the Idolatry of Cromwels nſurpa» 
tion, and eſcaved the ravithing and pol- 
luted hands of that Tyrant, when like 
Calign/a that ſet the heads of the Gods 
upon his own ſtatues, he afſumed all the 
other regalities of his rightful Sover aign, 
but could no way fit this ſacred Symbol 
of Majeſty ( though he could all other Ho- 
ly things and the Scripture it ſelfe, ) to 
his impious defignments, This was that 
Crown which the malignity of a dire pe- 
ſilence had envied che fight and bleſlng 
thereof to the City of London his Maje- 
ſties imperial Chamber ( which ſadly fele 
the other plagues of War and Want ina 
more forcible abſence of it thereafter) at 
his Royal Fathers inauguration, and was 
now Boded and beſpoke with the like 
contagion, when never were the influen« 
ces of Heaven more curioutly propitions, 
the two Serene days of that Solemaniry, 
exliccating andexhalinag theſe vapors which 
a long moiſture co the danger of a Flood 
did ſeem co portend. Laftly thif was that 
Crown, whoſe juſt and ancient deſcent, un- 
wWihichder we have flouriſhed ever ſince we 
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were 2 Nation, tilt our lateAnarehy n 

on the head of this miraculous Prince 
now vindicated it ſelfe from the indioni- 
ties and afſaults of baſe and infolent De- 
magogues,who fromourKingsregardleſneſs 
of State and Soveraignty, have evermore 
wrought their contempt in the Subje& : 
who now with a like joy of revenue, fear 
and love beheld this awful and moſt de- 
lightfull Triumph which we here relace,

rence performed they took their ſears, 
Prayer being done, they returned co the 
Painted Chamber and the other Rooms ad+ 
joyning to repoſe themſelves, till the ſup- 
per of two hundred difhesat his Majeſtyes 
charge, was brought to the Court of Re« 
queſts, where they placed themſelves ac« 
cording to their Sentority on the Tables, 
by the wall fide, their Eſquiresand Pages 
wayting on them on the other. 

Supper ended,the Lord Cornwallis and Sir 
Charles Berckſy (che Treſurer and Comp- 
troler of his Majeſties Houfhold ) gavethem 
His welcome , and then condutted thenr 
to the painted Chamber and tothe Lords 
Houſe adjoining,and ſvume cther near rooms 
where their bathing veſſells and beds whick 
were Pallecs with Canopies, were prepared, 
being covered with red ſay: There after they 
had bathed more or leſle as cach ofchem 
found convenient, they remained all night, 
& early in the morning were bade good mo-

Theſe Peers. being thus led up, Garter 
King of Arms attendingthem to the King, 
upon their ſeveral proaches, their Patents 
were preſented by Sir Edward Walker prin-

Lord Chamberlain delivered to the King, 
and fiom him to Secretary Nicholas, were 
by him read, and then given by his Mz- 
jeltie to the reſpeftive Nobles, who after 
they were veſted with their Robes, had 
their ſeveral Caps and Coronets placed 
upon their leads by his Majeſties own hands 
a5 he fate ina Chair of State, Thels 
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Theſe likewiſe were ordered to attend 
the King at his Coronation, which com- 
menced its glories Monday the 22d of April 
aforeſaid: it having rained for a month to- 
gether before, it pleafed God that not one 
drop fell on this Triumph, which appeared 
in its fujl luſture and grandeur, but as ſoon 
as the Solemnity was paſt andthe King and 
his Train at dinner in Weſtminfter-Hall it 
fell a thundering, lightning and rainin 
with the greateſt torce vehemence and noile 
that was ever heard or ſeen at that time of 
the year. 

The Streets were gravelled all the way 
and filled with a mulcitude of Spe&ators 
out of the Country and fone forreigners 
who acknowledged themſelves never to 
have ſeen among all the great magnifcen- 
ces of the world any to come near or #- 
gu this, even the vaunting French con- 
efling their pomps of the lace Marriage with 
the Infante of Spain, at their Majefties en- 
trance into Parzs, to be inferior in its State, 
gallantry and riches, unto this moſt IIlluftri- 
ous Cayalcade, 
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The manner of theKings Paſſage was thy, 
The Heralds having called over and 
placed the Nobility and Gentry who 
attended the Solemnity in the 
Tower, they went from thence im- 
mediately about ten in the morning 
and joining with the ot hers which 
were placed without, proceeded in 
this manner.

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When his Majeſtie came through Ten 
le-Barr into his ancient ''and native 
City of Weſtminſter, the Head Bayliff in a 
Scarlet Robe, and High Conſtable in Scar« 
ler, received his Majeſty with loud mufick, 
where alighting offtheir Horſes, and kneel- 
ing down to his Majeſty, the head Bayliff 
on behalf ofthe Dean and Chapter, City 
and Liberty, fignified their: joyful recep- 
tion of his Royal perſon into that Liberty, 
declaring how much more happy they 
were then any part of the Nation, in that 
their Soveraign Lord and King was born 
within their Liberty, and humbly defiring 
his Majeſty co continue his Grace and Fa- 
vonr ſtill to- them, whereby that City 
mighe ſtill be enabled to do His Majeſty 
ſervice.

In the middle of this View was ſeated THAM, 
repreſented in an Old Man with long Hair and 
Beard, which may fignific the Weeds and Sedges 
of the River : On his head he wore a Crown of 
Flowers, ſuch as belong to Meads and fruitful 
Paſtures, as the Primcole, Dazy, Blewbottle,and 
the like : ' In his right hand he held a Trident, as 
he is Viceroy to Thets, and King of Rivers. In 
his left hand he bore a Pitcher of Water, as he 
is Son to Achelos (the Father of Rivers) and 
Grandchild to Oceanus, He wore a long Silk 
robe tinted with ſeveral colours like the Rain- 
bow. On his right hand was placed a Nymph of 


the Water, on whoſe head was the Figure of 
S 4 Greenwich

Greqnwich Caſtle. On his lefr hand. anather 
Nymph, on whoſe head was placed the Figure 
of Windſor C aftle,which two Nymphs were hold- 
ing Banners in their hands , habited in Blew and 
White. 

Upon his Majeſties approach, T H A M 
preſents himſelf with a Speech, which I onut 
likewiſe. 

Which ended, and their Majefties Barge rea- 
dy for landing at the Provate Stairs, at White 
Hal, The third View receives them , being a 
Sea-Chariot made in manner of a Soolloy ſhell, 
drawn with two Dolphins , on whole Backs are 
placed two Tri#ons. In the front of the Charia 
1s ſeated Thetss , her hair long and grey, diſhe- 
vel'd ; On her head is placed a rriple Crown , to 
denote and diftin2uiſh her three Eſtates , as ſhe 
is ſuppoſed ta be Mother of all the Gods, Goddeſs 
of « and Empreſs of all Rivers, On 
the upper part of the Crowns faced a Stay; on 
the middle circle , a ſilver Creſcent, on the tri- 
plicite part a Wreath of Flags deep green , her 
Rob: likewiſe of deep green, with a looſe Man- 
tle of ſeveral colours. In the right hand ſhe 
held a Scepter , in the kefeaChart or Map ; her 
Attendants were four Sea Nymphe cloathed in 
White and Sea green Robes.

After their Majeſties and the Nobility were 
Landed, the C es Barges that were in the 
the Rear, and {o hatted to their 


Front, fell into 
ſeverall homes. 
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The Lord Maior and the Aldermen attended 
the Kings coming at Chelſey , whence upon no- 
tice of his approach they plyed their Oars , and 
h:ving met his Barge they all ftood up and made 
obeyſance , and nimbly rounded it , and ſaluted 
their Majeſties on that fide alſo, and preſently 
fell in juſt beſore their Majeliies, _ led the 
way to Whitehall ; 1n the rearof the King came 
his Majeities ipare Barge covered with Velvet 
molt richly embroidered , next ſeveral Noble- 
mens Baryes , tilled with divers Lords and La- 
dies who attended this days Triumph, with the 
King and Queen came their illuſtrious Brother 
eFDuke of Tork,, who being Lord high Admi- 
ral had his part of Glory in this Naval ren- 
counter. 

In this order by 7 a Clock their Majeſtics 
reached Whitehall, and at the inſtant of their 
Landing , were ialuted with two Tire of Artill- 
lery placed on both fides the Water, and winch 
concluded with their loud Muſick, thoſe harmo- 
nious Conſorts of other lefſer Inftruments, 
which every Barge of the Compames was fur- 
niſhed with , as Trampets, Hodboyes , Flutes , 
Waits, Viols, and Violins, to the great delight 
and ſarisfaftion of the SpeRator, and to the 
ample decoration of this Magnificence , which 
paſſing along the murmuring and trembling 
Waves , was highly advantaged in the reſounds 
and quavering Ecchoes reverberated from thoſe 
pleaſant Depths.
